IR FRANCIS. DRAKE was born at 1 pſwich , and in his 
_ Youth put an Apprentice to a Maſter of a Veſlc], during 
, which time he gave himſclt wholly to the Study of Marine 
Affairs, and grew ſo perfect therein, that he in the end be- 
came the World's Wonder, the Nation's Glory and Terror to his 
Enemies; in demonſtration of which, I ſhall declare his ſeveral 
Voyages and great Atchievements, till his Deatb. . 
Firſt, Having by his many Exploits gained great Applauſe, and 
the Reputation of an able Seaman, was made Captain of a ſmall 
Veſſel by Queen Elizabeth, and employ'd againſt the Spaniard ; WF 
her mortal Enemy, from whom he took divers Prizes near home; 
but not ſo contented, he on the 24th of May, 1575, ſet fail in the 
* Paſchal of Plymouth, a Ship of 70 Tons, and mounted with 10 
Guns, accompanied with the Swan, a Ship of 25 Tunis, and 8 Guns, 
commanded by his Brother Fob; Drake; having on board both | 
the Veſlels 73 Men and Boys, with other Neceſlaries, and having 

a fair Wind, came to Guadalupa, one of the Weſt-India Iflands on 
the 29th of June, but found nothing there except ſome few Cot- 
tages made of Boughs, and covered with Palmata Leaves, which 
ſecured them from Rain, in the Nature of Tyles, yet they had 
fight of Canows, but could not reach them, by reaſon the Calm was 
rl great. Theſe Canoe's are Boats which the Indians uſe, being 
for the moſt part cut out of Trees like Troughs, and a peice of 
Wood fixed on either fide to keep them from overturning : Where-, 
upon

upon, after they had watered there, they weighed Anchor, and 
failed to Port Pheſant, ſo named, becauſe of the abundance of that 
ſort of Fowl there; and there going on Shore, found that one 
Mr. Garret of Plymouth had been lately there, and had left an In- 
S ſcription in Lead nailed to a Tree, to warn him not to ſtay in 
'% g that Port, foraſmuch as the Spaniards had Notice of his Arrival; 
© yet landing more Forces, he reſolved to ſtay and build a Pin- 
Inace, which he effected, fortifying the Port in the mean while, 
to prevent any Surprize. And whillt they ſtayed there, a Bark 
Frame from the Iſle of Wight, bringing in a Spaniſh Prize, which 
Poyn'd with Captain Drake ; ſo that having finiſh'd the Pinnace, 
the three Ships and Pinnace failed to the Iſle of Pinos, where 
they tound two Spaniſh Ships of Nombre de Dios, lading Timber 
4 by the Negroes. By thoſe Veſſels they were informed of the 
state of the City and Country, and that new Forces were daily - 
4 expected to defend it againſt the Sywerons, a black People with 
long Hair, who had revolted from the Spaniards by reaſon of their 
= Cruelty, and ſince choſen themſelves two Kings. Whereupon ſet- 
ting the Negroes on Shoar with ſome Gifts, Captain Drake teſol- 
ved to go to Nombre de Dios, which he entered by Night, beat- 
ing the Spaniards from their Defences, who hung Lines a-thwart 
the Eaſt-· And of the Street, to make the Engliſh believe, by the 
| "IF lighted Matches tyed thereon, that their Forces.were greater than 
indeed they were, and immediately fired, which was aniwered 
with a like Number of Fire-ſhot and Arrows from the Engliſh; 
they came to puſh of Pike, ana Butt-end of the Muſket, upon 
& which the Spaniards fled, and the King's Treaſury, chnſiſting of 
& 360 Tun of Silver Bars, and a like Value of Gold, had fell in to 
the Hands of the Engliſh, had not Captain Drake been un fortu- 
nately wounded in the Leg, which cauſed the loſs of ſo much 
Blood, that he fainted; yet nevertheleſs he perſwaded his Men 
to perſiſt, for that the like Ad vavtage could not be expected to - 
be regained, if it was once omitted; but they preferring their 
Captain's Life before the Treaſure, forced him on Shipboard.” 
& In this Battle only one Engliſhman was killed, and three or four 
wounded by the Weapons the Enemy had caſt away in their Flight; 
ſeveral of the Spaniards were killed and taken Priſoners. But 
Captain Drake being now on Ship-board, and well perceiving 
the Spaniards had encreaſed their Forces, thought it not conve- 
nent. with {o fmall a Number, to make a ſecond Attempt, there. _ 
fore taking a Veſſel laden with Wines, when at his coming he 
found in the Port, he ſet {ail for the Port Plenty, and there by 
the Advice of a Negro, carreſſed the Symerons he found there, who 
being mortal Enemies to the Spaniards, joined Friendſhip with 
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his Coming was known to the Carthagenians, who taking the 
Alarm, came down to the Shore in great Numbers, inſomuch that 


called Mukato's, againſt which there is no Remedy but the Juice 
of Lemons, with which the Skin being wet, they will not ta- 


| ſhermen, bat took no Notice of them, for fear of being diſcovered, 


Attempts of the Spaniards, which cauſed them to admit the En- 
gliſh to confer with them, and furniſhed them with ſuch Necef- 


Months were palt, in which the Spaniards never carry their Frea- 


ſure by Landy they would ſo order the matter, that he ſhould 


as likewiſe with the Help of the Engliſh, a Fort Triangle, which 
the Captain fortityed to prevent any Surprize; and leaving part

him, and greatly furthered his Affairs; and ſailing thence to- 
wards Carthagena, he took a great Ship richly laden, and after 
that another, in which were two of the Spaniſh King's Scriven- 
do's, ho were ſent from Nombre de Dios, with the News of 
what had happened there. Yet he acted not ſo ſecretly, but that 


Drake thought it no ways convenient to land there: And that his 


- Pinnaces might be the better manned, he cauſed his great Ship 


to be ſunk, after all things neceſſary were taken out of her, 
and failed from that Port, lying for ſome time undiſcovered, # 
about a League thence, and cauſed the Negroes to build Houſes 
to ſhelter his Men from the violent Storms cf Rain that fell 
during his Stay; to which Place the Indians brought ſtore of 
Water and Vicuals, for winch they were amply gratified. Ac 
which place leaving one Ship, he, with the two Pianaces , Wl 
ſail'd to Rio Grand, where roving up a great River, the Mari- 
ners were much afflited with the unſufferable ſtinging of Flies, 


ſten. In the River he met two Indian Carow's, in which were Fi- 


but paſling for Spaniards, the Captain and his Men came to a 
Storehouſe on the River-ſide, where they found great plenty of 
proviſion, prepared for the Fleet that was to return into Spain; i 
after which, having notice that the Spaniards were coming down, 
they returned to their Pinnaces, and ſoon after took five or ſix 8 
ſmall Barks laden with proviſion, ſetting the Men aſhore, and 
ſo ſailed to the Country of the Symerons, who kindly received | 
them. Theſe Symerons are a people inhabiting between Cabezas 
and Rio-Piego, who by certain Negroes, were given to underſtand 
that Drake came as a Friend, and would protect them againſt the

a Negro, whom the Captain kept to be by him inſtructed in the. 
Affairs of the Country, and anchoring at the Mouth of the Haven 
Tot Cartagena, took two other Barks, which cauſed the Spaniards 
to ſend a Scrivaneo with a Flag of Truce, who deſired to be ad- 
Snicted on board, which was accordingly granted; but Drake find- 


. ng his Meſſage was only to potrait Time till the Forces came down 


Wo ſurprize him, would not accept of his Invitation on Shore, which 
WT rcachery was ſoon apparent: For the Spaniards perceiving Drake's 
EW arineſs, and that they could not get him within their reach by 
Land ſent two Ships of War to fight him by Sea, which he percei- 
wing. went zoyfully to encounter them: But after the Exchange of

Store failed, they would range the Woods, and catch ſuch Provi- 
fion as they could, ſeldom miſſing to return without a Buck or 
Fawa, or ſtore of Fowl, bearing about them many Arrows headed 
with Iron, Wood, or Fiſhes Bones ; which they will caſt ſo dex-

This March they continued over Land through many, thick 
Woods, from Sun-riſe till ten in the Morning, and then reſting in 
'watery Places till 4 in the Afternoon, they walked till eight; and 
when Darkneſs came on, the Symerons laying aſide their Burthens, D 
would cut down Boughs to build Harbours with, covering themo 
to keep out the Rain, if any ſhould fall, building them with Pla-He 


nata Leaves, decent-wiſe, according to the Faſhion of Norway

After three Days travel they came to the Town of the Symerons "i 
fituate on a Hill near a River, compoſed with a Dyke of eight FootÞoc 


broad, and a thick Mud-Wall ten Foot in height, containing oneſfol: 


broad Street from Eaſt to Welt, and two croſs Streets of a leſſe | 
Breadth, all conſiſting of 60 Families, who in their Apparel, ſome pre 
what imitated the Spaniards. This Town is diſtant from Nombr{"in 
de Dios, 35 Leagues, and 45 from Panama, being ſufficiently ſtored 8) 
with all manner of Croſſes in great Veneration ; bur at the Perſuaſ#ln. 
"on of the Exgliſb, they laid their Croſſes aſide, and in ſome meaFfut 
ſure embrace the Worſhip of the true God, learning the Lord hic 
Prayer, and many other neceſſary Articles of Belief; they continufing! 
ally were upon their Guard, for fear of the Spaniards, who daily wo 
moleſted them, aiming at the Subverſion of that Place, on whicl Le

on the Frontiers continually giving Notice of their Approach, and - : 
ſo alarmed their neighbouring Towns, eſpeeially that wherein the 
King reſided, in which were ſuppoſed to be 1700 fighting Men; 
and tain would they have entreated the Captain to a longer Reſi- 
lence amongſt them, but he being intent on his Journey, with 
many Expreſſions of Kiadneſs, took his leave, and ſo marching. 
71th four Symerons, who knew the way about a Mile before him, 
ho by breaking oft Boughs, and ſtrewing them in the Way, gave 
Directions; and the other 24 divided equally for his Vaunt and 
Rear-guard, the Engliſh continuing in the middle. After paſſing 
many gloomy Woods, which ſheltered them from the sun's hot 
Beams, they came to a great Hill, on which ſtood a great Tree, 
in which were cut ſeveral Steps that lead to a pleaſant Bower, 
ſituate on the Top, in which 10 or 12 Men might fit, and from 
d hence take a View of the North and South Atlantick Ocean; and 
x- W:om thence they paſſed on to a plain Champion Country, abound-- 
vs Ding with Graſs ſo high, that the Inhabitants are obliged to burn 
it twice or thrice a Year, to give their Cattle Advantage of feed- 
ng; through which they travelled to Panama, and for fear of 
deing giſcovereg, ſtruck through a gloomy Grove on the Right- 
and, and at the Edge thereof reſting, they ſent a Symeron diſ- 
zuiſed like a Negro, to Panama, to enquire what Night, for by 
Day they trayelled not, by reaſon of the Heat of the Sun, the Re- 
does paſſed to Venta Cruz, in order to their Paſſage to Nombre 
na-e Dios, to land the Fleet, and by him, upon his Return, had

Matters being at this paſs, it was not thought ſafe to ſtay in 
thoſe Parts, but to return to their ſhips, which they could not do 
but by the tedious Way they came, or by cutting their Way 
through Venta Cruz, the latter of which was leſs difficult, Drake 
reſolved on, and therefore commanding bis Men to refreſh them- 
ſelves, asked Pedro, Captain of the Symerons, whether he would 


e're he would leave him; and-thereupon they marched till they i 
came near the Town, and there taking out of the Recoes that was iſ 
beſt portable, they turned back the Mules and their Drivers, com- 
manding them on Pain of Death not to follow them; and centring 
the Way, cut thro' a thick Wood, as thick as our Engliſh Hedges, 
they were encountered by a Company of Spaniards, under the lead- 
ing of a Convent Fryer; when after a hot Skirmiſh (in which Fehn 
Harris an Engliſhman, and one Symeron were killed) the Spaniards 
were put to flight, many of them being killed, wounded and taken 
Priſoners; the Symerons at that Time behaving themſelves valiant- 
Iy, doing with their Arrows great Execution. But far they had 
not march'd e're the Spaniards, who had retired, being reinforc'd, 
had fortify'd themſelves in a Wood by which the Engliſh muſt paſs; 
into which Wood the Symeyons in a dancing Poſture ruſhed, ſinging 
in their Tone, To-peho, To-pebo, and with their Arrows drove the 
poor Spaniards thence, with the loſs of about one Man; who, 
wounded as he was, e're he died, killed two Spaniards. | 
The Out- Guards beaten, thoſe thatremained in the Town, made 
but ſmall Reſiſtance, ſo that the Engliſh and Symerons entring, found 
moſt of their Houſes abandoned. This Town of FVenta-Crux, con 
ſiſts not of above 50 Houſes, befide one Monaſtery, and a te 
Store-houſes. Here likewiſe they found 3 Spaniſh Gentlewome 
that had lately been delivered of Children, come ſome Days be 
fore from Nombre de Dios; for that it had been obſerved, that nc 
Spaniard, or White, had ever been delivered at the latter Place 


but that the Child ſoon after dyed : But that being brought tc 
Bed at Venta · Crux, or any other Place adjacent, the Children came 
to Maturity. In compaſſion of this, Drake ſtrictly commandec 
that neither his own Men or the Symerons, ſhould out-rage them 
And ſo having ſet a Guard upon all the Paſſes, they came to ſom 
ſmall Pillage and departed, having firſt beaten back 12 Horle

men, who ſuppoſing them gone, came thither from Panama. 
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F Sir Francis Drake. 
Thus the chief Ends for which the Journey was undertaken, be- 
ing unluckily truſtrated, Drake (after a tedious March, in which 
many of his Men had periſhed by Hunger and Thirſt, had not the 

Symerons provided their Purveyors) arrived to his Ships; thoſe 
on board, who before were in great heavineſs for his Abſence, a- 
bundantly rejoy cing at his Return; and ſo ſtaying on board in the 
River Fortugos, for ſome time a Conſult was held, what Enter- 
prize was next to be undertaken; in which the Opinion of the 
Symerons was held neceſſary, as they who beſt knew the Country, 
and where the Treaſure lay; who gave Council, that near a Town 
called Varagna, lived one Seignior Pezero, who had formerly been 
Maſter to ſome of them, «nd whom -for his Cruelty they had a- 
bandoned; and that his Men in a ſtrong Store-houſe gua d- 
ed by 100 Slaves, had heaped up great Treaſure, being Proprietor 
of ſeveral rich Mines. This Advice pleaſed them, yet they were 
prevented at that Time by another Advice; for one of the Frigats 
being abroad, had taken a ſmall Spaniſh Prize, in which was a 
Genoa Pilot; the ſaid Pilot upon his being kindly entreated, in- 


formed Drake, that in the Bay of Vicarague, lay a Veſſel ready 


to depart, 1n which was a Mill:on of Gold, and that by the Know- 
ledge of the Channel, if he might partake in the Gains, he couid 
bring him in undiſcovered, and that he might have time to diſ- 
patch his Buſineſs e're the Town could be allarm'd. Whereupon 
the Captain giving ſuch of the Symerons (who were willing 
thereto) leave to depart, giving them many large Gifts, he took 
the reſt with their Captain on board, and ſet ſail on this much de- 
fired Prize; but entring the Harbour, altho' it was not yet dark, 
he underſtood by the firing of ſeveral Chambers, which were an- 
ſwered by others a diſtance thence, that he was diſcovered, and 
the Wind turning againſt him, he thought it not fit to attempt any _ 
thing farther in the matter. So returning to his Station, he met 

the Bear Frigate, a ſmall Veſſel that he had fitted up, who had 
taken a Spaniſh Bark laden with twenty fat Hogs, two hundred 
Hens, and great ſtore of Mace; which is a kind of Grain like Rice, 
and in it ten Spaniards, who informed him, that the Fleet was 
arrived at Nombre de Dios, and that two Gallies were building 
there to waft them too and fro, but not yet lanced. Whereupcn 
Drake feaſting his Men in this manner on Eaſter-Day, which that 
Year fell on the 2oth of March, he reſolved to attempt ſomething 
on the Fleet, and weighing. Anchor, bore with the Wind, till at 
length they eſpied a ſmall Veſlel plying to the Weſt-ward, which 
after ſome failing, was deſcribed to be a Fiench Veſſel; whoſe 
Captain likewiſe ſuppoſing it was Drake, ſtood with him, and in 
a maſt ſubmiſſive manner, he begged ſome freſh Water, for that 
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he had nothing but Wine and Cyder on Board; the which, by-rea- 
ſon of the hot Weather, had much impaired the Health of his 
Men, with which Drake ſupplied him, willing to ſtand with him 
ro the next Port, which he accordingly did, making him there a 
Preſent of a Caſe of Piſtols, and a Gilt Scimeter, which he ſaid 
had been the late King of France's, who was killed in Jeſt with 
Monſieur de Gomery, in requital of which, Drake. gave him a Chain 
of Gold, and a farther Supply of neceſſary Proviſion. So that in 
the ead he was willing to accompany him in his Voyage, and 
take ſuch part as ſhould befal him; yet Drake not altogether ſa- 
tisfed in his Fidelity, ſo divided either Nation, that it was not 
in the Power of the French Men, if they would, to have injured 
the Engliſh; and then fending for the Symeron Captain, he ap- 
proved of what was done, and thereupon it was agreed, that 
twenty French, fifteen Eugliſh, and a conſiderable Number of 
Symerons, ſhould paſs over Land, to intercept the Recoes that 
were coming from Panama to Nombre de Dios; when having 
gone ſeven Leagues, the Bells of the Camels and Mules were 
heard, which made the Symerons rejoice, aſſuring Captain Drake, 
that he ſhould have more Gold and Silver than he could diſpoſe 
of; and fo indeed it fortuned, for the Recoes being ſeized, a rich 


Booty appeared; but there being a Guard of forty Spaniards at- 


tending it, a hot Diſpute happened; but in the End, the Spaniards 
were put to flight, and the Gold and Silver unladed, and every 
one took what he could conveniently carry; but ſcarce had the 

hid the reſt, and entered the Wood, e're a great Number of Horſe 

and Foot came on; yet they kept their way, all eſcaping, except 

one Symeron that was killed, and a French Soldier that was taken 

Priſoner, who being put to the Torture, confeſſed where the Gold 

was hid; in the Conflict the French Captain was dangerouſly 
wounded : But what was moſt amazing was, that when they came 
to the Sea-ſide, where the Pinnaces had order to attend them, 
they perceived 7 Spaniſh Pinnaces, which were ſent to take the 
Engliſh Veſlels, then but weakly mann'd, whom Drake and the | 
reſt imagined to have executed their Deſign ; but taking Courage 
he reſolved to make a Raſt of ſuch Trees as were driven on ſhore, 
and put to Sea, in order to ſeek his Veſſels, which he according ly 
put in practice, accompanied with one Engliſhman, two French- 
men and two Symerons, with a great Joy found the Veſſels ſafe, 
riding it out beyond the Point; ad in ſpite of the Spaniards, ac- 
cord ing to his promiſe, fetch off his Companions, when having re- 
freſhed themſelves, they went to look for the hidd en Treaſure, but 
found as aforeſaid, that the Spaniards, by the French Captain's 
Confeiſion, had diſcoyered it. Yet had they not ſearched ſo nar- 
; „„ 
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bx of Sir Francis Drake. It 
rowly, but that they had left Bars of Silver behind them, as alſo 
. ſome Quoits of Gold; but what troubled the French moſt, their 
im Captain fore wounded as he was, fell into the Hands of the Spa- 
5 niards, yet upon ſharing the Booty equally amongſt them and the 
Engliſh, they were comforted, eſpecially upon the Arriyal of one 
of their Companions, who had eſcaped the Hands of the Spauiards. 
Yet being deſirous to depart into their own Country, they ft the 
Engliſh, yet fearing the Da ger they might incur, by falling into 
the Hands of the Spaniards, they repented their Rafhneſs, and 
linger'd till Drake overtook them : When Notice being had that 
the Spaniſh Fleet richly laden were about to depart from Ca tha- 

gena, Drake ſailed to the Mouth of the Harbour, and there drop- 
ping his Anchor, braved them with ail Streamers flying, and Flag 
a-ſtern, and took a Frigate of 50 Tuns, laden with Proviſion, 
within ſight of 'em; and not to be cumbered with the Men ta- 
ken therein, ſet them on ſhore, and ſo without longer ſtay failed 
to Cabezas, having firſt burnt the Ship, that it might no more ad- 
vantage the Spaniards, 

During Drake's ſtay at Cabezas, Pedro, the Captain of the Sy- 
merons, 1mportun'd him for certain Iron Iuſtruments belonging 
to Navigation, which he frankly gave him for the good Service he 
had done for him ; farther — he would look out ſome Silk 
and Linnen for his Wife, not intending to hold any thing from 
him that he could conveniently ſpare. But whillt he was looking 
in his Cheſt, the Indiam eſpy'd the Scimiter given bim by the 
French Captain, and was greatly deſirous of it; but being baſhful 
himſelf, he gave another a Quoit of Gold to aſk for it; and having 
his Requeſt granted, he gave Drake four Quoits of Gold in Re- 
quital, ſaying, he would preſent it to his King, who would high- 
ly promote him for ſuch a Preſent. 

And now Drake being deſirous to return into England, reward- 
ed the Symerons with divers Gifts, and after Leave taken, (tho' 
to the great Grief of thoſe Indians, who earneſtly deſired the Com- 
I pany of the Engliſh) they flood away to the Iſland that beſpangl'd 

the Ocean, and coaſting that Tra, came to the Cape St. Antho- 

ny, where they took two Fundred and fifty Turtles, which they 
powdered and eat, as Occaſion required; and from thence ſailing 

North-weſt, after touching at ſeveral Places, they, to the great 

Joy of their Friends, who concluded them loſt, arrived fate at 

Plymouth, on the gth Day of June, 1578, bringing home to the 

Value of 80000 Pounds in Gold and Silver, and other Merchan- 

dize, beſides the great Credit and Applauſe they obtained of all 
that heard of their ſtrange Adventures, Drake himſelf beiug 


Knighted, and the-reſt amply rewarded:

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| Sir Francis Drake's ſecond Voyage, in which he 
 compaſſed the World: In which is comprehended 
the many ſtrange and wonderful Diſcoveries he: 
made during that extraordinary Navigation. 


. RAKE impatient of remaining on Shore, impor tuned his So- 
vereign, Queen Elizabeth, that he might be commiſſioned 
to make a ſecond Voyage, the which, after ſome Delays, was 
granted; whereupon the Adventurers furniſhed him with five 
Ships; viz. The Pelican, Admiral, burthened 100 Tons, in which he 
embarked himſelf, the Elizabeth Vice-Admirable, commanded by. 
Captain Joſeph Winter, being a Ship of 80 Tuns; the Marygold, 
a Bark of 39 Tons, Captain john Thomas, Commander; the 
Swan, a Fly-Boat of 50 Tuns, John Cheſter, Commander, and a 
{mall Pinnace of 15 Tuns. | 
Thefe Veſſels being Man'd with 164 able Seamen, and Sol- 
diers, and furniſhed with all Things neceſſary, ſailed out of Ply- 
menth Road on the 15th of November, 1577; yet met with many. 
Difhculties, by reaſon of Tempeſts and contrary Winds, e' re they 
could get clear of the Land's Eid; at that time failing towards. 
the Coaſt of Barbary, they came to an Anchor on the Coaſt of 
q - Magadore, lying three Degrees, forty Minutes, being Part of the 
Territories of the King of Fez, being a ſmall Iſland not above 
tree Leagues in Circumference, abounding with Fowl and Fiſh, 
Ei though of an unuſual Shape. There ſome of the Engliſh going 
on Shoar, the Negroes, who inhabit that Place, were deſirous to - 
be conducted on Board, for whoſe Security, Drake left a Piedge 
7 - on ſhore, the Moors ſeemingly defiring to traffick for ſuch Com- 
modities as the Engliſh. had, bringing to the ſea ſide Camels.. 
laden with Merchandizes. But when the Negroes were returned, 
ſome of the Engliſh going on ſhoar in a Boat, one of them, 
named John Fry, was detained, which much incenſed Drake, ſo 
that he was about to revenge the Indignity, to that purpoſe land- 
ing his Men: But when he underſtood no Injury was offered him, 
they departed, and although he went not with them, yet after 
the Governor of that Iſland underſtood of what Nation he was,, 
be ſent him home ia an Engliſh ſhip, having upon his- cauſing 
| him to be ſurprized, corjeured him a Portugal, and that Drake 
was the Fore-runner of the Portugal Fleet, preparing to enda- 
mage that Coaft, 5

Departing from that Iſland, Drake took. a ſmall Spaniſh Fiſher- 
dat, conducted but with three Men only, and after that, ſailing 
nder the Tropick Cancer, fell in with a Spaniſh Caravel, which he 
dok, and then ſailing to Cape Barbas, he there took another, 
ough indifferently laden with Proviſion ; where having plenty 
f all things neceſſary, he ſtay'd a-while, during which ſpace, 
he Natives came down to view the Engliſh , bringing with 

em a Negro Woman halt ſtarved, with a Child at her Breaſt, 
ffering her to ſale, but Drake would not tra ffick for ſuch Com- 
odities; whereupon they brought Gums and Amber-greeſe, of- 
ring it for freſh Water, which above all things is moſt ſcarce 
n that Country. Water they had, but Drake would not take 
ny thing for the common Element, as likewiſe ſome Proviſion, 
or which they were very thankful for, eating greedily. | 
Having thus far proceeded, they ſet the Spaniards on ſhore, 
and after. trimming their ſhip, ſailed to Cape de Verdo, and ſo 
oaſted Bomaviſta, falling in with the Iſle of Mayo, inhabited 
dy the Portugueze, and fo touching at ſeveral Iſlands, came to 
t. Jago, on the South-Weſt of which Iſland, they took a Por- 
ugueze Veſlel laden with Wine, woollen and linnen Cloth, on 
ts Return from Brazil, and in Defiance of thoſe on Land, ficed ap- 
dn three or four of their Towns, ſtanding on the ſea Coaſt. . 
Near to the Ifland of St. Jago, is the burning Iſland Fogo, con- 
inually caſting up Flames; and near to that lies a pleaſant Iſland 
ways clad with green, exceeding fruitful, abounding eſpecially 
ith Figs, Coco's, Planato's, Oranges and Lemous; it is alſo re- 
plenzſhed with pleaſant Streams, though the Harbours about it, 
re not capable of receiving any Ships of Burthen ; and in all the 
ſland, was only one Houſe, ſuppoſed to be inhabited by an Her- 
net, 
From this Iſland, after having taken ſome of what it afforded, 
ey ſtood away to the Coaſt of Brazil, but by contrary Winds 
ere kept out ſo long at Sea, that Proviſion grew ſcanty, and ev 
pecially Water, which in that burning Climate, was moſt requi- 
ite. But when they deſpaired of obtaining any, God ſo ordered 
t, that there fell great ſtore of Rain, which Wenige their Ne- 
eſſity: And amongſt many other ſtrange Creatures found in thoſe 
eas, they delighted themſelves with viewing the flying Fiſhes, 
hich are as big as ordinary Pilchards, having Fins the length of 
heir Bodies; ſo that when they are purſued by any Fiſh, and fear. 
o be devoured, they ſave themſelves by leaving their Element, 
nd flying in the Air, but cannot continue it long, for their Fins 
Lanting Moiſture, become unſerviceable, by reaſon of the thin 
um that joyns the Bones, or Quill, &c, Sailing from thence 8 
tne.

the Coaſt of Brazil, they beheld huge Fires on the Shore; made 
by the Inhabitants, in which they ſacrificed two Devils uſing ma- 
ny Conjurations to raife Whirlwinds and Tempeſts, thereby to 
"wreck ſuch as approached their Coaſt : Which helliſh Incantations 
the Portugueze to their Coſt found fatal, when they firſt diſcove · 
red thoſe Countries; but the Engliſh ſuſtained no other Damage 
than the ſeparation of their ſhips, when leaving that Coaſt alto- 
gether rocky and inacceſſible. Drake ſtood away to another Point, 
"which he called Cape Joy, by reaſon he there met the Ship he 
loſt. in the Storm, and having watered and refreſhed his Men at 

Cape Verd, and taken ſtore of Deer, which that Country affords in 
abundance, he ſtood away twelve Leagues from the Main, to a con- 
yenient Harbour, ſheltering from the South- wind; and North-win- 
ter growing faſt upon him, Lſought out a Harbour where he might 
ride ſafe; and at laſt coming to Cape Hope, he entered with 
a Shallop, to ſound the Bay, which promiſed good Anchorage. But 
«ere he could return, ſo great a Fog aroſe, that he could not lee 

| the ſhips, and a ſtorm withall ariſing, he was greatly endanger'd 

to be loſt; but Captain Thomas expecting ſome Danger had be- 

[| fallen him, by reaſon of his Stay, entered with his ſhip, and by 
firing of a Gun, directed him to the Veſſel, and having nor yet 

| received him on board, dropt Anchor, and there lay till the 

f Storm was over: And the next Day going on Shore, made great 

Fires, as a Sign to the diſperſed Ships to return into the Haven, 

| who all met, except the Swan. b 

# * Upon their landing, the People fled, they entred a homely II 

| i Houſe near a Rock, where they found fifty Eſtriches of a prodi- II 

1 gous ſize, whofe Weight wereiſuch, that they could not fly, but run II. 

I} as faſt as Greyhounds, ſo that they are not catch'd, but by decoying In

thers. Drake not finding this Harbour for his Purpoſe, ſtood a- Fo

| ding ſeemed fearful of the Engliſh, but ſoon after became more JC 
familiar, bringing Eſtriches Feathers and Bones, variouſly carved, It 
and Arrows of Reed, which they delivered for Engliſh Commodities. It 
They went all naked, except a Skin of Fur caſt over their ſnould- Ja 
ers when they ſit in the cold, but when they are doing any thing, Ja 
they gird it about their Waſte ; Their Hair is long, which when Jt 
they travel, they bind it up with Eſtriches Feathers, of which like- It 
wiſe they make their Quivers, Their Bodies are painted with Jt 
divers Colours, and "their Faces they waſh with Sulphur : Upon JE 
them appear the Figures of Suus, Moons and Stars, which they II 
- term 
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e erm the Murks and Characters of their Gods. Their Victuals 
a. Roots, and Wild-Beaſts Fleſh, which they eat raw : They have 
o Boats, and ſeldom enter the Water: Thoſe that appeared, were 
iſty in Number: They uſe for their Weapons, Boms headed with 
*Wone, and Flint-ſtones, artificially cut. 
Having ſtayed ſome time with thoſe People, and caught in the 
Bay about two hundred Seals, they weighed Anchor, and ſtood 
wards-the Antar tick Pole, till they came to St. Julian, ſo na- 
ed by Magelen, otherwiſe the Land of the Gyants; for here 
re found People of a mighty Size, who at firſt received ſeveral 
f the Engliſh very kindly, but in the end ſeeing their Advan- 
age, they killed one, and wounded two or three others, e're 
hey could recover the Boat, yet not without the Fall of two or 
hree of -their own Men, eſpecially of him who firſt began the 
Miſchief, which Injury Drake reſolved - to revenge. But upon 
epenting what they had done, and declaring they ſuppoſed his 
en to be Spaniards, who had ſtain many of their People, he de- 
parted that Coaſt, and foon atter had Notice of a Conſpiracy a- 
gainſt himſelf, and his principal Captains, by one on board, of 
hich the Conſpirator being dete&ed, was worthily executed, 
orſe Execution being thereby prevented. And ſo keeping on,

Theſe barbarous People thus lefr, they not far diſtant, foun 
an Indian fiſhing in his Canoe, who being taken, and brough 
on board, was courteouſly entertained ; who in Requital thereo 
being ſet on ſhoar, returned with divers others, bringiug ſtor 
of Proviſion, and directed the Engliſh to a Watering Place, c 
which at that time they ſt ood in great need; and ſoon afte 
the Governor of the Country came on board, and they atter 
wards going on ſhore vith him, found ſtore of Chin'y Wane 
and other Rarities, in a homely Town, conſifting moſtly o 
Warehouſes. 

Being thus refreſhed, Drake ſailed to ſeek the ſhip ſeparated 
from him in the ſtorm, carrying with him an Indian Pilot, the 
better to know thoſe Seas, and ſtood away towards the Line 
and by the way, putting into a coavenient Harbour, built a Pin 
nace, and then entering a Bay Southward, came to the Tow! 
of Cyppo, inhabited by the Spaniards, who diſcovering them ere 
they could land any conſiderable Number of Men, came dow

them like Dogs. But e'er they could prevent it, all but one Ma

Sailing along the Tract, they came to another Iſland, near the 


Province of Cuſco, where they found Sheep as big as Cows, whom

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ain of which are excellent Cloathing and Proviſion. This Coaſt is 
hei inhabited by the Spaniards, which made our Men hope for ſome 
and rich Booty; nor were they deceived in their Expectation, for the 
firſt Thing they happened on, was a Bark with forty odd Barrs 
bun of Silver, and ſoon after another laden with Linnen, and ſo ſailed 
ugh to Lima, 12 Degrees, 30 Minutes South Latitude, where they 
reo anchored, although in the Harbour where thirty Spaniſh Veſſels 
ſtor lay, boarding a Veſſel that had in her 15000 Bars of Silver,

W Two Days after, a great Multitude of them came down to the 
W Tent, leaving their Women and Bows ſome Diſlance behind 
W them upon a Hill; who, as ſoon as they were arrived at the 
W Tent, fell to ſcratching their Faces, and caſting themſelves up- 
on the Ground, with lamentable Cries, as they uſed to do when 
they offer Sacrifice to their Gos, not being yet perſuaded but 
that the Engliſh were ſuch, though Drake and his Company, 
W endeavoured to undeceive them, with pointing towards Heaven, 
W Praying and Sivging Pſalms. | 

W Three Days after their Kivg came down attended by a great 
Number, who ſang in a lamentable Tone about him; before him 
one bore a Sceptre mide of bl ck Wood, about a Yard and a half 
long whereon hanged Parce Crowns, Two Chains, and a Bag of 
Herbs called Tabak; the King bad on a Caul of Net-work, te- 
W fembliig a Crown; on his >haulders and his Waſte, a Coat of 
Coney-5kt's: his Gu:ris had Coats of other Skin, and C:uls 
with Feath:rs in them, of divers Colours, or Covers with Down, 
which groweth on a Herb like a Lettice, which Down is not per- 
* * mitted 
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mitted to be worn, but by thoſe about the King, the Seed of it 1s 
only uſed in Sacrtice to their Gods. The common ſort were tor 
the moft part naked, with long Hair tied with Bunches of Fea- 
thers, every one having their Faces painted. Laltly, The Wo«) 
men came with Baskets on their A: ms, made of Ruſhes, ſo cl-{ely! 
woven that they would hold Water, being hanged with Pcarl=3 
Shells, and other Shells, and with two or three Links of a Chain, 
ſignifying they were Veſſels dedicated to their Gods. He that 
bore the Sceptre made an Oraticn for the ſpace of ha'f an Hour, 
which ended with a general Amen, and all (fave the Children) 
came down the Hill. . 

Being come near, he that hore the Sceptre, with a ſtately 
Carriage, began a Song end a Dance, as alſo did e the King and all 
the reſt (ſave the Women) who danced, but did not ſig. 
Which ended, they entered the Tent, where the King cauſed his 
Crown to be ſet upon Drake's Head, deſiring him, which by. 
many Signs he made, to take upon him the Kingdom, ſalu- 
ting him by the Name of Hyob, ending the Solemnity with a 
Song and a Pance, which Drake received to the Bchoof of her 
Majeſty. When as the common People leaving the King with 
Drake, went amongſt the reſt of the Engliſh, and finding ſuch} 
as pleaſed their Fancies, which were commonly the Youigett | 
and moſt beautiful, they incloſed them round, and offered Saci1- 
fices to them, crying with lamentable Shrieks, weeping, ſeratch- 
ing, and tearing their Fleſh from off their Faces. | 

This Count'y abounding with all Things neceſſary for the Uſe 
of Man, Drake named Aibion, at his Departure, ſet up her Ma- 
jeſty's Pictuie and Title to the Kingdom, engraven in Bals. 
Loath were theſe People that the Engliſh ſhould leave them, 
and great Laments they made, running to the Tops of high} 
Hills, and climbing Trees, to ſend their Eyes after then as tary 
as they could, making Fires, and offering Sacrific.s, that they | 
might oblige them to return again, and become their l:0- ff 
tectors. 


From this Country they ſailed to the Iſlands of Molacos, 
where the Inbabi ants in their Canoe's, under Pretencè of tr affic h 
ing with them, ſought to ſurprize them, but ſovn found to their 
Smart, that Drake came not to that End; wherenpou -nanuag] 
it the Iſle of Thieves, they flood awey to Tatn.te, where ihe! 
King of that Country ſcnt his Deputy to intreat them t» come! 
en Shore; whercupon Drake caſt Anchor aid ſent a Meſlci.ger! 
to the King with a ſcarlet Cloak, defiring that he might be up- 
plied with Proviſion and other Neceſſ:rics; who 161m ned An- 
{wer by his Vice-Roy, that he would do ally thing to fer ve th m, 
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[j and that he would ſhortly viſit them at their Ships, who according- 
ly came in his Canoe, attended by ſeveral of the Nobility, clo- 
| thed in white Calico. When as the King did Obeyſance in hum- 
ble manner, being of a tall Stature, Corpulent, and of a Princely 
Countenance; his Reſpe& amongſt his Subjects was very great, 1 
none of his Attendants daring to ſpeak to him but on their 
Enees; he was received on Board with Drums he+ting, Trumpets 
ſounding, and Vollies of Great and Small Shot: His Attire from 
| his Waſte downwards, was Cloth of Gold, his Legs bare, on his 
Feet Shoes of Red Cordivant : On his Cap were divers Rings of 
plated Gold, an Inch and an half broid about his Neck, aud 
on his Right Hand Rings ſet with rich Stones. After he had 
beer treated and welcomed, he returned to ſhore, and ſent ſtore 
of Proviſion, for which thoſe that brought it, received good Pre- 
ſents: H ſent cne of his Brothers the next Day to ih vite Drake to 
bis Palace, but ſome ſuſpicion ariſing by Words let fall, he would 
| | not go, but. ſeat ſome ot his Gentlemen, detaining the Vice- 
Roy os a Pledge of their Satety, who upon their Arrival were

 honourably received. Theſe people are Mcors, and live in a very 
plentiful Country, and fertile Clime, but after the Eaglith had 
8: trafficked with them for ſuch Neceſſurics as they wauted, thæy 
on the 29th of October, ſet ſail, and arrived at the South of the 
land Czlibes, where they repaired their Ships, &c. there they 
found Bats as big as Bullets, and Ciab-Fiſh that lived on the 
Land, making Holes in the Earth, and running up Trees, aud 
Worms that ſhined in the Night like Fire. Departing f um this 
Iſland, they ſailed to another, but could find no Gi ound near it 
at a hundred Fathom, wherefore ſailing to the Welt, Drake's 
14 ſhip happened to run on a Shole that extended itſelf ſeven Leagues, 
where had the Wind been high, ſhe had been loſt: But yrovide..ce * 
ſo ordered it, by the Heaving avd ſetting of the Sea, and the 
Sailors Endeavours, ſhe got off, ald failing amongſt the Iſlands 
| of the Sea, came at Jaſt to Java; where the chief King ot the 
Wl Country came on board, ſending before him ſtoce of Proviſion z 
1 hin they welcomed in the belt fort, with Muſick and Proviſion, 
Wl eſpecially with Wine, who within 4 while after, returned highly 
WT fotisfied: And there having trafficked a while, they took their 
[| Leaves, and failed towards the Cape of Good Hope ; coaſting a-

The Voyage of Sir Francis Drake into the Weſt- 


Indies, wherein are taken the Town of St. Do- 
mingo, K. Jago, St. Auguſtina, and Carta- 


gena. 
bs 7 Spaniards great Armado, routed in 88, the Queen to 
revenge the treacherous Deſign againſt her Crown and Lite, 
fitting out a Fleet conſiſting of 25 Sail, on which were embarked 
two thouſand five hundred eighty five Marriners and Soldiers, 
Sir Francis Drake being Admiral, the ſaid Fleet ſet 1.11 for the 
Weſt-Indies, taking by the way ſeveral Spaniſh Veſſels, when co- 
ming to Vigo, they took ſevcrai Boats and Caravals, among others 
a ſma'l Veſſel laden with the Furniture of the great Church of 
St. Virgo, in which was much Plate; and amongſt other Things, 
a great Silver Croſs double gilt, all amounting to the Value 
ot 3:000 Ducates, In the mean time, the Governour of Galicia 
came down with three hundred Hoſe, and two thonſand Foot to 
defend the Shore, deſiring Pa:ley with the Admiral, promiſing 
Water and other Neceſlaries for Money, which was expected; 
and after a Supply of all Things they required, weighed Anchor, 
and ſailed for the Canaries, they fell in with Palma, with purs 
poſe to have landed there; but finding the Shore ſtrongly: for- 
ited, changed their purpoſe, and ſo filing by Faro Cape Blank, 
ana Cape Verd, they came to the Iſle of St. Jago, and landed a 
thouſand Men under the leading of Lieutenant General of Car- 
lile, and marching over Land uadiſcovered, ſurprized the Town: 
pf St. Jago, fituate in a Value, and planted St. George's Croſs 
upon the Wall, not a Spiniard daring to making Reſiſtance. 
After which, they marched to St. Domingo, and found it aban- 
Coned, and although the Treaſure was conveyed thence, yet in 


both Places ſtore of Piunder was found, as alſo in the Town of 


Praje; all ſituate in this pleaſant Iſland, abounding with all. 
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The Viyages and Travels 
The Country thus alarm'd, the Spaniards in great Number 
run to their Arms, but durſt attempt nothing ; fo that the Ge 
neral commanded P-raje to be burnt, which ſh perplexed the Spa 
niards, that they relolved to compound for Domingo and St. Jigo; 
was ia hand, the Engliſh had withdrawn 
themſelves out of Domingo, the Spaniards fortified it. planting 
Canons in the Gate, and laying an Ambuſcade, Whereupoq 
Drake's 1200 Men went to force the Guard, which accotdi g 
they did, making great Slaughter of the Spaniards, fo that they 
fled to the Caſtle; but Fear fo prevailed with them, that they 
ſt yed not long there, but fled; upon which the Town being 
gained, a Negro Boy was ſeat to fach Spaniards as were retired to 
the Mountains, with a Flag of Truce, giving them leave to re- 
turn in ſafery. But as he was goiag, he was run through by a 


Spaniard, which 15 enraged the Genera), that he cauſed two Fry+ſi 


ers to be ſent to the ſame Place, and there hanged ; proteſt- 
ing, that unleſs the Murderer was delivered up, he would hang 
two” Priſone s every Day, till none was left: Which Pennance 


0 treuvled the Spaniardi, that they delivered up the Murderer 


to Jaſtice, who according to his Deſer ts was executed. 

The Spaniards not coming to Agreement for their City and 
Town, Drake gave Ocder to fire them, but being moſt ſtone 
Building, it proved a Task very difficult; yet the Spaniards deft- 
rous to preſerve them, offered 25000 Ducates, which Otter was 
accepted. O e thing in the King's Houſe denoting his Ambition, 
was remarkable, viz. an Eſcutcheon, containing a Globe, and a 
Horſe ſtanding in one pait in it, and the other part leaping out 
of it, -with this Motto, Non ſufficiat Orbis, The World is not enough, 
which the $p4niards themſelves were even aſhamed of. 

From this If]:nd they put over to the Main-Land, and came 
within ſight of Carthagena, when landing about Four in the Af- 
ternoon, Lieutenant General Carlile about Midnight came betore 
the City, having - put. a Party of Spaniſh Horſe to flight by the 
Way, whilt the Veſſels on the Road attacked a ſmall Fort that 
ſtood on the ſ:a-coaſt. Half a Mile before they came at the Ci- 


ty, the Land grew ſtrait, having the Main on the one ſide, and 


the Harbour on the ot her: Which ſtraight was fortified with a 
Wall and a Ditch, only a ſpace left for Paſſage, and on it plant - 
ed.s Peices of Cannon that bent upon the ſaid Paſſage. Morco- 
ver the Spanizrds had drawn two Gallies into the Harbour, into 
which they put one Ordnance, and 400 ſmall-ſhot, and on the 
Land- ſide zoo Men ſtood armed with Pikes; but the Engliſh ta- 
king the lower- ground, conſtrained them to flight, and did not 
fire till they came up to the Wall, when letting a Volley fly W 
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he Faces of the Spaniard, and ſeconding it with the Butt-end 

pf their Muskets, they beat them fiiſt from their Baracadoes, and 

econdly, cauſed them to fly, entering into the Town Pell-Mell 

ith them, and , vp. hg Market-place, planting there a 
i 


ngMtrong Guard, notwithſtanding they had baracaded every ſtreet, 
onflct Indians with poyſoned Arrows at each Corner, and ſtuck up 
lyſpoyſoned ſticks with ſharp Points to diſable the ſoldiers. 
cyl The City thus won, the Joy was not gleat, by reaſon of a mor- 


cyMal Diſtemper that raged among the ſoldiers, occaſioned by ill 
ngMAirs, which killed a great many of them, and cauſed ſome to 
tofloſe their Wits, which utterly fruſtrated the Deſign upon Nom-- 
e- bre de Dios and Panama, where all the Treaſure was. Whilſt 
/ aſlthey lay there, they took two imall Spaniſh Prizes, in attempt- 
y- Jing which, Captain Varney and Captain Moon were ſlain with 
t-EMuſquet-ſhot out of the Buſhes where the Spaniards had run their 
12K Veſſels on ſhore. 
cell The General having given Order for the firing of Carthagena, 
er the Biſhop, Governor, and ſome other principal Men of the Iſland, 
intreated him to ſpare it, and they would ranſom it at 11000 Du-. A 
dF cates, which was accordingly done; and for an Abby that ſtood | 
ne iome Diſtance from it, they gave a thouſand Ducatcs, but refu- _ - 
ſi- ſiog to give ſo much as was demanded for a Caſtle without the 
as] City, it was blown up, ſo the Army embarking, ſailed to Cape 
a, Anthony to Water; but finding. none there, paſſed over to Flo- 
a] rida, where ſailing up the River, they took a Fort of the Spani- 
ut aras, and found in it ſeveral Peices of Ordnance, and 2000 Pounds. 
, in Money; and ſo coaſting along came to Virginia, where ſeve- 
ral Enghſh reſided, under Mr. Lane the Governor, to whom Drake 
neſſ oftered a ſhip with Proviſion; or ſf they pleaſed to tranſport them 
f- 1nto England, the latter of which they accepted, not being great - 
ref ly deſirous to ſlay in a Country where they had found. ſuch 
he cold Comfort. From this Place the whole Fleet ſet ſail, and ar- 
at} rived ſafe at Plymouth, the 28th of July; the Bootics got, be- 
.i-£ ſides the defraying of Charges, amounting to 60000 Pounds, of 
d which the Companies that travelled in the Voyage, were to have 
aſl 20co01, and their Adventurers for their Merchandize 40000 l. 
t- In this Voyage 150 Men were loſt, the great O:daance taken 
o- irom the Spaniards were 240, of which 230 we e Braſs. 
to On the 27th of January they came to Villa Po: ts, Where to 
ne [the Grief of all Engliſhmen, the renowned and truly worthy ' 
a- Sir Francis Drake ended his Days, was ſet down ia a Coffin 
dt of Lead into the ſea, on which he had ſo often triumphed ; 
inf the Drums beating, Cannons ſounding at his laſt Fatewel to 
ne the World.

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„ The General being dead, all concluded to return keas which 
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they accordingly did, being forced to fight their Way through 
the Spaniſh Fleet, that was ſent to interrupt them, after they 
had been a Lear abroad.
